Discussion of many, things per- 


;aining to improvements of different 
character occupied most of the time 
of the city council last night. The 
paving with concrete of the alley be- 
;ween Main and Perkins street from 
Third street to Fifth street will like- 
ly go through. The street and alley 
committee reported

and specifications. 
After the adop- 


tion of the plans the property own- 
ers will have a chance to remon- 
strate. 


Owing to tie fact that many 'com- 


plaints have reached the council re- 
garding the poor drainage on the 
east side of North Main street be- 
tween Twelfth and Fourteenth street 
the council decided to take the mat- 
ter in its own'hands and work out 
a solution. It was stated that the 
drainage at the corner of Twelfth 
and Main streets was, so bad that 
water stood at the side of the street 
for weeks at a time. In an effort to

'But we have letters from girls com- 
plaining of their lot in such places, 
especially of the rule that prohibits 
hem from seeing their male friends 
at their homes.
